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SUBJECT: JANUARY 9 EA PRESS SUMMARY 
1. INDOCHINA 

SPOKESMAN ANDERSON SAID PRES MAY TRY PERSUADE CONGRESS 
TO INCREASE ECON AID TO SVN, BUT DECLINED TO SAY WHETHER 
ADMIN WOULD SEEK INCREASE IN MIL AID ABOVE 700 MILLION 
DOLS AUTHORIZED THIS FY. OTHER OFFICIALS SAID THEY 
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DOUBTED PRES WOULD GET MUCH SYMPATHY FROM "SKEPTICAL" 
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CONGRESS OR PUBLIC. IN SAIGON, MG TRIEN OF JCS SAID 
US MIL AID CUTBACKS DID NOT AFFECT CONDUCT OF PHUOC 
BINH DEFENSE, VIEW "IN SHARP CONTRAST" WITH THAT OF 
US EMBASSY AND MOST QUALIFIED MIL ANALYSTS (PHINQ). 

MOST STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS DOUBT PRES CAN ACHIEVE 
MUCH, SINCE CONGRESS PREOCCUPIED WITH OTHER PROBLEMS 
AND IS SENSITIVE TO PUBLIC INDIFFERENCE TO VN NOW THAT 
US TROOPS OUT AND POWS BACK. IN SAIGON FM TINH 
TOLD NEWSMEN SVN NEEDS ASSISTANCE, ESPECIALLY FROM 
"AMERICAN PEOPLE" (UPI, GLOBE). ANDERSON GAVE FIRST 
OFFICIAL ACKNOWLEDGEMENT THAT ADMIN IS PONDERING STRATEGY 
ON SUPPLEMENTAL REQUEST FOR SVN. OTHER SOURCES ADMIT 
ADMIN CONTEMPLATES REQUEST FOR MORE AID FOR SVN AND 
CAMBODIA. ADMIN ADMITS IT FACES DIFFICULT FIGHT 
TO GET MORE AID FROM NEW CONGRESS (WP). 

UPI WASHINGTON SAYS THERE ISN’T MUCH PRES CAN DO 
TO HELP SVN. TOP OFFICIALS ADMIT THEY LACK DIPLOMATIC 
LEVERAGE IN PEKING AND ELSEWHERE THAT MIGHT PERSUADE 
HANOI TO ABIDE BY C-F, AND SAY ADMIN LACKS POLITICAL 
CLOUT TO GET CONGRESS TO RESTORE AID SLASHES. ADMIN 
OFFICIALS BELIEVE BEST WAY TO HELP GVN MIGHT BE TO 
SPEED DELIVERY OF REPLACEMENT EQUIPMENT. THEY DO NOT 
ENTIRELY AGREE ON HANOI'S AIMS; THEY DISCOUNT LAND-GRABBING, 
AND MOST BELIEVE NVA ATTACKS ARE TO "BLEED" GVN BY 
DESTROYING EQUIPMENT AND MORALE OF SUPPORTERS. ULTIMATE 
GOAL THOUGHT TO BE GVN COLLAPSE, OR AT LEAST FORCING 
IT INTO COALITION WITH COMMUNISTS (BALTO N-A 1/8). 

NYT’S GELB QUOTES ADMIN OFFICIALS THAT PRES DECIDED 
TO ASK CONGRESS FOR 300 MILLION MORE IN MIL AID FOR 
SVN, AND THAT FY 76 BUDGET SUBMISSION WOULD REQUEST 
1.3 BILLION FOR GVN MIL AID. NUMBER OF OFFICIALS SAY 
SUPPLEMENTAL REQUEST RELATED ONLY IN PART TO OFFENSIVES, 
PREDICT THAT WITH EXTRA FUNDS GVN COULD SURVIVE WITHOUT 
RENEWED US MIL INTERVENTION, BUT REFUSE TO SPECULATE 
WHAT ADMIN WOULD DO IF THEIR JUDGMENTS PROVED WRONG. 

GELB SAYS HAK MADE CLEAR HIS VIEW THAT CONGRESS SHOULD 
EITHER PROVIDE SUFFICIENT FUNDS FOR WAR OR ACCEPT 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR LOSS OF SVN. REVIEWS RECENT AID 
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REQUESTS AND AMOUNTS PROVIDED. QUOTES "SEVERAL" ADMIN 
OFFICIALS THAT THEY DO NOT EXPECT CONGRESS TO PROVIDE 
ENTIRE SUPPLEMENTAL REQUEST, BUT TO APPROVE "SIZABLE 
PART." 

GELB SAYS RECENT DOD MEMO CALLED FOR PUBLICITY CAMPAIGN 
TO CONVINCE CONGRESS AND PUBLIC THAT MORE MIL AID NEEDED 
OR SVN WOULD RUN OUT OF AMMO IN 30 DAYS; BUT RANKING 
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DOD OFFICIAL SAID MEMO HAS "NO STATUS" AND THERE IS NO 
CAMPAIGN "BUT ONE MAY DEVELOP." ADMIN OFFICIALS ADMIT 
CONGRESSIONAL CONTACT ON SUBJECT, BUT HINT THAT DECISIONS 
ABOUT EXTRA AID FOR GKR AND HOW TO PRESENT REQUESTS TO 
CONGRESS HAVE TO BE MADE. HIGH OFFICIAL SPECULATED THAT 
PUBLIC KNOWLEDGE OF SUPPLEMENTAL REQUEST "MIGHT SERVE AS 
USEFUL SIGNAL TO HANOI." GELB COMMENTS THAT ADMIN MIGHT 
BE IN STRONGER-THAN-EXPECTED POSITION ON NEXT YEAR'S MIL 
AID REQUEST, SINCE CONSIDERATION OF PROPOSAL WILL REMAIN 
IN FRIENDLY SASC INSTEAD OF BEING TRANSFERRED TO SFRC. 

SUN'S MILLS FINDS US OFFICIALS INCREASINGLY PESSIMISTIC 
ABOUT SVN'S CHANCES OF SURVIVAL IN FACE OF NVA OFFENSIVE 
AND DECREASE IN US MIL AID, AND ARE PREPARING "LAST-DITCH" 
EFFORT TO GET MORE ASSISTANCE FROM CONGRESS. QUOTES US 
OFFICIALS THAT HAK WILL ALMOST CERTAINLY APPEAL TO HILL TO 
REINSTATE 300 MILLION DOLS CUT FROM ORIGINAL AUTHORIZATION. 

STATE DEPT BELIEVES FIGURE IS "BARE MINIMUM" NEEDED TO 
KEEP SVN GOING IN FACE OF LOSSES AND INFLATIONARY TOLL. 

US OFFICIALS ARGUE WE ARE NOT LIVING UP TO PROVISIONS 
TO KEEP GVN SUPPLIED, EVEN WITHIN PARIS AGREEMENT LIMITS. 
ADMIN OFFICIALS ACKNOWLEDGE CHANCES IN CONGRESS ARE 
SLIM FOR MORE MIL AND ECON AID. PESSIMISM IS BASED ON 
PUBLIC DISENCHANTMENT WITH FOREIGN AID, EAGERNESS OF 
CONGRESS TO BE DONE WITH INDOCHINA AND DESIRE OF MANY 
CONGRESSMEN TO "PUNISH THE SECRETARY FOR A VARIETY OF 
REASONS." 

"SOURCES" SAY ENTERPRISE TASK FORCE IS HEADED FOR INDIAN 
OCEAN (AP CHITRIB, BALTO N-A 1/8). VC SPOKESMAN IN 
PARIS CALLS SEVENTH FLEET MOVEMENT IN SEA WATERS 
"IMPUDENT MENACE” THAT VIOLATES C-F (PHINQ). 
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IN INTERVIEW TAPED FOR NBC-TV "TODAY" SHOW, ADM GAYLER 
SAID POSSIBLE FALL OF "ANY REGIME" IN SVN WOULD NOT BE 
CIRCUMSTANCE FOR RENEWED INTERVENTION BY US TROOPS, AND 
IT WAS "DIFFICULT TO IMAGINE" SITUATION UNDER WHICH 
TROOPS WOULD BE SENT BACK INTO VN (BALTO N-A 1/8). 

GAYLER SAID US "SHOULD NOT RULE OUT" INTERVENTION IN 
SEA (PHINQ), BUT US AND ALLIES SHOULD MAINTAIN BALANCE 
OF POWER IN PACIFIC AND INDIAN OCEAN AREAS. 

GVN WARPLANES POUND LOC NINH IN RETALIATION FOR LOSS 
OF PHUOC LONG PROVINCE; VC ADMIT HEAVY LOSSES OF 
PEOPLE AND MATERIAL IN RAIDS. GVN ACTING FM APPEALS 
TO US FOR AID TO STEM COMMUNIST ATTACKS. IN PARIS GVN 
OFFICIALS APPEAL TO C-F SIGNATORIES TO TAKE INDIVIDUAL 
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OR JOINT ACTION TO END NVN AND VC C-F VIOLATIONS 
(PHINQ; AP, SUN). 

AP REPORTS NEWSMEN WATCHED WAVES OF VNAF PLANES LEAVE 
BIEN HOA TO HIT LOC NINH. GVN MIL SPOKESMAN DESCRIBED 
RAIDS AS "DEFENSIVE ACTION" SINCE AREA WAS USED FOR 
STAGING ATTACKS ON PHUOC BINH. VC DELEGATION TO TPJMC 
IN SAIGON DESCRIBED RAIDS AS "CRIMINAL ACT." SAID THEY 
INFLICTED HEAVY CIVILIAN CASULATIES AND THAT PROTEST

GVN REPORTEDLY PLANNING DEMONSTRATIONS OUTSIDE ICCS HQ. 

WP S MCCOMBS QUOTES GVN THAT IT WOULD CONTINUE TO WORK 
FOR PEACE WITHIN PARIS AGREEMENT DESPITE RECENT EVENTS, 

AND NOTES STATEMENT MADE AT MFA PRESS CONFERENCE THAT 
COMMUNISTS ARE CONDUCTING GENERALIZED MIL OFFENSIVE. 
RECOUNTS GVN REPORTS OF FIGHTING THAT LED TO PHUOC BINH 
FALL AND MG TRIEN'S STATEMENT THAT DEFENDERS WERE NOT 
REINFORCED BECAUSE BATTLE DEVELOPED TOO RAPIDLY AND 
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FLYING WEATHER WAS BAD. SAYS OTHER OBSERVERS SUGGEST 
GVN DECIDED NOT TO SEND IN HEAVY REINFORCEMENTS BECAUSE 
TERRAIN AND LARGE COMMUNIST FORCES MADE IT INDEFENSIBLE; 
NOTES THAT OTHER FACTOR MAY HAVE BEEN THREAT CLOSER TO 
SAIGON MADE GVN CONSERVE RESOURCES. SOURCE SAYS GEN TRIEN'S 
STATEMENT THAT US AID CUTS DID NOT AFFECT PHUOC BINH 
BATTLE MAY HAVE BEEN MADE TO CALM CIVILIAN FEARS OVER 
COMMUNIST SUCCESS. COMMENTS THAT GVN POLICY OF PLAYING 
UP COMMUNIST VICTORIES TO US AUDIENCE WHILE PLAYING 
THEM DOWN AT HOME FREQUENTLY CAUSES CONFUSION. NOTES 
THIEU MET JAN 8 MORNING WITH AMB MARTIN AND DEPSEC MAW. 

FIELD REPORTS SAY GKR RETOOK STRATEGIC HILL OUTSIDE 
PP, FOUND PAGODA WITH 16 BUDDHIST NUNS WHO HAD BEEN 
RAPED AND MURDERED BY REBEL TROOPS. HILL GUARDS CITY'S 
NW DEFENSE LINE (AP SUN, NYDN, WP; PHINQ). INSURGENTS 
SHELL POCHENTONG FOR THIRD DAY. MIL SOURCES SAY ROCKETS 
WOUNDED CIVILIANS BUT CAUSED NO DAMAGE TO AIRPORT 
FACILITIES (UPI, CHITRIB). 

NYT'S SCHANBERG FROM PP REPORTS THAT HEAVY FIGHTING 
RAPIDLY DEPLETES US AID, AND GKR COULD BE IN "TIGHT 
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SITUATION" WITHIN FEW MONTHS. QUOTES EMBASSY THAT 
TWO-THIRDS OF THIS YEAR'S ECON AID NOW USED UP. AND 
THAT ECON MISSION ARGUES FOR SUPPLEMENTAL SINCE MUCH OF

WORLD" IS MOST SERIOUS SINCE WWII. WITHOUT MENTIONING 
OIL PRICES. AGENCY DESCRIBED IN DETAIL AND WITH FIGURES 
PROBLEMS OF INFLATION AND RECESSION IN US, IAPAN AND WE. 
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WITH REFERENCES TO AUSTRALIA AND CANADA. AMONG REASONS 

IT GAVE WAS "OVERPRODUCTION" OF CONSUMER GOODS; ADDED 
THAT WESTERN MONETARY SYSTEM IS IN "TOTAL COLLAPSE" AND 
STOCK EXCHANGES EXPERIENCED STAGGERING DECLINE. NCNA 
DECLARED THAT UNEMPLOYMENT, RISING PRICES AND PUBLIC/ 
PRIVATE DEBT IN WESTERN COUNTRIES HAS REACHED OR GONE 
BEYOND ALL POSTWAR RECORDS, AND "BOURGEOIS REMEDIES HAVE 
FAILED TO CURE THE ECONOMIC ILLS. THE VERY ECONOMIC 
FOUNDATIONS OF THE CAPITALIST WORLD ARE BROKEN UP WHILE 
THE CRISIS CONTINUES TO DEVELOP" (AFP PHINQ, NYT).

10. INDOCHINA 

NYT SAYS PSYCHOLOGICAL REVERSAL SUFFERED BY SVN WITH 
PHUOC BINH LOSS, AND PROSPECT THAT GKR MAY RUN OUT OF 
AMMO BY APRIL, MEAN THAT ONE OF FIRST UNCOMFORTABLE 
DECISIONS LIKELY TO BE THRUST BEFORE NEW CONGRESS WILL 
BE EXTENT OF US RESPONSIBILITY FOR SHORING UP HARD- 
PRESSED INDOCHINA FORCES. BUT "FAR BETTER CASE THAN 
HAS BEEN MADE SO FAR WILL HAVE TO BE PRESENTED EVEN 
TO JUSTIFY HIGHER LEVELS OF MILITARY SPENDING." SUGGESTS 
THAT MOST HELPFUL TO ADMIN REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL FUNDS 
WOULD BE HAK EFFORT TO TAKE CONGRESS INTO HIS CONFIDENCE 
ABOUT LONG-TERM PROSPECTS, IF ANY, FOR INDOCHINA POLITICAL 
SETTLEMENTS. FOR, LIKE IT OR NOT, ADMIN NEEDS COOPERATION 
FROM RESTIVE CONGRESS, AND DETAILED EXPLANATIONS WOULD 
HAVE BETTER CHANCE THAN STANDARD APPEALS TO PAST PRIORITIES. 
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PHINQ MAINTAINS THAT ACTING FM TINH'S APPEAL FOR SUPPORT 
AGAINST INCREASING VC/NVA SUCCESS IS CALL US "COULD 
HEED ONLY AT GRAVE PERIL." FREES FORD, NESSEN AND 
BEECHER "HAVE TAKEN ENTIRELY PROPER POSITIONS" OF CONCERN 
AND CAUTION; AND ADM. GAYLER, IN REPORTEDLY SAYING US 
SHOULD NOT "RULE OUT" NEW VN INTERVENTION, IS ENTITLED 
TO HIS OPINION - WHICH IS NOT SURPRISING, CONSIDERING

DWELLS. THE ENTHUSIASTS DEMAND CLOSE WATCHING" BY WH 
AND CONGRESS. 

EVANS/NOVAK ASSERT ADMIN DECIDED TUESDAY TO SEEK DESPERATELY- 
NEEDED ARMS FROM HOSTILE CONGRESS FOR SVN BASED ON "THIS 
SECRET WARNING" FROM AMB. MARTIN: IF WEAPONS CONTINUE 
RATIONED AT PRESENT PARSIMONIOUS RATE FOR ANOTHER THREE 
MONTHS, RESULT WILL BE CATASTROPHIC. POLICYMAKERS THUS 
DECIDED ON ALL-OUT EFFORT FOR IMMEDIATE 300 MILLION

EVANS/NOVAK CONTEND TUESDAY EMERGENCY SESSION OF HAK, 

COLBY, CLEMENTS AND OTHER TOP OFFICIALS CONCLUDED, 

WITH FORD CONCURRING, THAT PRES WILL TAKE LEADING 
ROLE IN PERSUADING CONGRESS. THEY WERE LEFT NO CHOICE 
BY MARTIN'S WARNING THAT HIGH BATTLEFIELD CASUALTIES 
TO ARVN DEFENDERS WERE CAUSING SEVERE MORALE PROBLEMS. 

AMB. REPORTED LARGE PERCENTAGE OF THOSE CASUALTIES ARE 
DIRECTLY DUE TO LIMITATIONS IMPOSED ON WEAPONS-FIRING

S-N'S ARBUCKLE (IAN 7) OBSERVES CORRUPTION BY GOVT AND 
ARMY OFFICIALS SURFACED AS KEY ISSUE IN INDOCHINA POLITICS 
LAST YEAR; DIPLOMATS THERE SAY THEY EXPECT THIS TREND 
TO CONTINUE IN 1975. SAYS ISSUE HAS BEEN MOST NOTICEABLE 
IN SVN, WHERE CATHOLIC PRIESTS HAVE CHARGED CRIMES RANGING
